(2000-05-23) 

1. Dl, which is considered to be the closest prior art, 
describes a device for packaging domestic waste in 
plastic bags. The device consists of a frame 
supporting a housing provided with an opening. The 
upper portion of the housing in turn supports a reel 
for dispensing a heat-sealable plastic sleeve 
forming a receptacle into which the waste is 
deposited and a mechanism for driving said sleeve, 
just below. The waste dropped directly over the 
primary receptacle thus falls to the bottom thereof 
to be guided by said sleeve; heat-seal jaws are then 
used to form a leak-tight seal. 



Given that the opening of said housing is not 
closed, unpleasant odours may escape. Furthermore, 
the distance between the dispensing reel of said 
sleeve and the driving means thereof limits the 
volume of the refuse bag. 
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These problems are solved by the features of the 
device according to claim 1 of the present 
application, which enable the full volume of the 
housing to be used by the configuration of the 
driving means . 



The subject matter of claim 1 therefore meets the 
requirements of novelty, inventive step and 
industrial applicability of PCT Article 33(2), (3) 
and ( 4 ) .
